Time to Spray 
Peach Trees Says 
County Agent 
It is about time to spray 
peach trees to control bacteria 
spot, according to County Ag­ 
ent. Kirby Clayton. The chem­ 
icals should be applied soon af 
tor the first killing frost. 
Disease symptoms appear on 
leaves in the spring as pale 
green spots 
that 
soon 
turn 
dark. Frequently, the diseased 
tissue tears away from 
healthy part, giving a 


hole’ effect. Leaf infection caus­ 
es serious less of leaves.

weakens the tree an i m akes it 
more susceptible to other dis­ 
eases 
Fruit is also affected 
T he 
affected peaches bear 
small, 
eircu r us tken spit which lat­ 
er crack. These cracks provide 
another place of entry for the 
brown spot organism.

four pounds of copper sulfate 
to IOO gallons of water followed 
the same day by a spray con­ 
taining 4 pounds of hydrated 
lime in IOO gallons of water.
